If 
shrubs  or  trees  soak  roots  in  a  bucket  of  water  for  two 
hours.  If  other  plants  and  they  seem  dry  wet  immediately. 
Azaleas  require  a  soaking  as  would  trees  and  shrubs.  Try 
and  plant  as  soon  as  possible  after  this  treatment. 


PLANTING.  You  will  note  by  the  root  system  the  depth  the 
plants  had  been  before  digging.  Plant  the  same  depth.  Do 
not  use  chemical  fertilizer  at  any  time  this  season.  This  can 
be  used  only  the  second  year.  You  can  use  without  harm 
rotted  manure  (not  chicken  or  sheep  manure),  pulverized  cow 
manure  or  bone  meal  mixed  with  soil. 


C.  O.  D.  We  shall  be  glad  to  send  C.  O.  D.  but  ask  that 
when  the  goods  arrive  not  to  change  your  mind  as  to  accept¬ 
ance.
